Scutari, Albania.— With the witb- 
drawal at Italian troops from Avlona 
and the ctiasatlea of hostile tttvashma 

by the Serbs and Montenegrins, Al- 
bania is free of foreign occupation for 
the ilrst time in her turbulent history. 
Albanians feel tliat tiiey liave at hut 
readied the goal of tbeir national In- 
dependence. Their undying love of 
liberty, wliicli lias persisted through all 
their centuries of struggle against 
Ttu-k and Cliristian, is particularly 
quick and ho|jefal today.

Washington. — "Metered mall" Is to 
be the next novelty in the rapidly de- 
veloping postal system of the country, 

has received the Indorsement of con- 
gress and the postoffice department and 
is scheduled to make its appearance 
within the next two months. 

Metered mail will be sealed, stamped 
and canceled by the Individual owner 
of a meter. The mail then will be 
taken to the postoffice and placed im- 
mediately upon an outgoing train with- 
ovt ne ces s i ty eC ssaMhilHI In poet- 
office until handled In routine fashion. 

Metered mall is provided for in a 
rider on an agricultural bill passed at 
the last session of congress. This 
rider grants to trat ctaaa iMll aratter 
the registered permit privileges now 
enjoyed by second class mail. Instead 
of t>eing required to stamp each letter 
a flranow will have the privilece of 
oblainln; H "mailing permit ttw ex- 
pediting Its inail. -t'i^fSiS 
~'nderjhe postoffice plan, which soon 
n effect, firms will be able to 
lease postaF meters that liave been 
authorized for use by the postal 
authorities. Tbe local postoffice 
aotborities will register the meter and 
wni liMM • poHlt mttbor to the 
firm. 

Meter Operated by Elsetrleity. 

The meter will be a rather heavy 
metallic 
box. 

which will be lockei bf tti postal 

authorities and securely sealed. A 
firm will take the meter to the post- 
office and buy a desired amount of 
peotagCL Tbe peat al a n lb eal tl e e will 

adjust the meter so that It will stamp 
and cancel just so many letters and 
no more. Tlie number of letters for 
Which advance postage has been paid 
wUl be automatleally r e g l at ered on the 
lower of the two doors and the postal 
authorities will keep a record of the 
amount of postage sold to each meter 
owner, so that an absolute check may 
be kept. 

Tlie firm will keep the meter at Its 
offices except when it is necessary to 
buy niore postage. Tlie meter will be 
operated by a small electric motor. The 
letters will be fed into the met» It 

batches and will be sealed. stampe< 
and Cimcelcd at the rate of 250 a min- 
ute. As the letters are handled the 
meter will automatically record the 
number of canceled letters on the up- 
per door. The user will adjust the 
meelin.'iism of the meter so that the 
time stamped on the letters will be 
one hour in advance of the time of de- 
livery of tlie letters at the poateflee 
Help Large Mailers. 

The meter, it is expected, will prove 
Of great value to lar;:e mailers. In ad- 
dition to saving time and labor the 
meter will enable large firms to ex- 
pedite their mail by at least several 
hours. The meters will protect firms 
from loss of stamps through thefts or 
carelessness and will also give a mark 
of distinction to tbe firm's mail, all of 
I which will he.nr a private permit num- 
ber, a mark of big business. The 
metering of the mail also will lighten 
the work of postoffices and will lessen 
the n Timber of postage stamps needed, 
thereby :';;i!;ing It possible to reduce 
governnicnt forces and expenses con- 
siderably.

The aoeot aC fallsaa depsads so 
the strain to which tfts ileel has been 
subjected, but it does not necessarily 
require an excessive weight to tire 
metal to its breaking point An over- 
worked diain. tor cMpifls. win break 
under the weight of one or two toas, 
although normally it may have been 
tested to stand 20 or 30 tons. For this 
reason all government contractors are 
obliged to give their crane dialBS a 

rest at stated Intervals. 

One cure for the tired chain is to 
heat it until it is red hot and tiien pot 
it to bed in quick lime.

BANANAS AND POTATOES KIN 

Their Chemical CoBi p iSl M sii Ahnost 
identical Fonasr Has Much the 
Greater f^roductivlty. 

To most people It will probably come 
a» a suri)rise to learn Oat tlw pro- 
i ductivity of the banana is inflnitely 
greater than that of any other food- 
bearing plant. One acre and a little 
labor will annually produce 17,000 
pounds of bananas. Tlie cfaenkal com- 
position of bananas and patotoes Is 
almost identical. Not the least of the 
remarkable features about the banana 
is that it is immune from disease; no 
insect has aoqnlred a tacte for It, and. 
as it bears two crops a year. It to a 
seasonable fruit for 10 months out 
of the 12. There are over sixty known 
varieties of the fruit, with as great, or 
greater, variation to dMiaetar aa the 
different kinds of apples. Hawaii Is 
said to have something over forty dis- 
tinct varietle.s of the fruit, raosFt of 
which have been introduced by the 
whites. Sotoa ef Asae are of «s- 
tremely delicate and deiiclons flavor, 
while other kinds are used, if at all. 
only when cooked in various ways. 
There is scarcely a city bouse. lot or 
toa at y "^alcaBa** er heaeataad which 
does not have a dump or two of ba- 
nanas, which grow with practically no 
care, new plants or suckers .<»hootIng 
out to replace the ones which have 
fruited sad beea
